The fniluro of tliu Dominion Govern 
nient to commoncu work on the drydock 
and opeu the public lands to settlement, 
in aocordanco with the provisions of the 
SeUIement Bill, excites surprise and in 
dignaiion everywhere.

It is further explained that all parish 
churches thatwerc in existence prior to 1818, 
the year the chureh building acts were 
paSBCu, are to be eoniiscaled, whiie ehurehes 
erected siiu'e that time are to be handed 
over to the founders or tlii'ir representatives 
if thoy are tho result of individual niunit'i- 
cuneo, or to the eongregations who worship 
in them if they were raised by pulilic Kub- 
Kcriiition. The' argument of the liberation- 
ists ill regard to the ohl parish ehurehes, 
and it is applied also to cathedrals, is that 
tbC'parish churches and churchyards stand 
on much tho same footing as the old parish 
green. Both were no doubt originally 
parts of some manor, dedicated at remote 
periods to the common use of the peojile, 
the one for secular amusemont, the other 
for the reUgioUH devotions of the villagers. 
As the parish green li.^.s in some eases been 
lilched by the lord of tlu' ■ilianin', so, they 
claim, has the church property been aj)- 
]noi)riated by a religious sect, aided and 
abetted by the government . Under the uew 
order of things whieli these reformers pro- 
pose to bring about all the ehureh property 
that was in existence prior to IblS is to be 
restored to the parish t;iid the revenues 
from the livings and glebes are to be de- 
voted to popular education and then to the 
reduction of taxation. Cathedrals and 
cbnrobes are to bo leased to the highest 
bidder among tho religious associations, 
and the rents devoted to the same pur- 
I)oses. It would be well for the church of 
Knglaiul to ien:enilier that "in unity is 
strength," and that "a liouse divided 
against itself cannot stand." If the chureh 
of Knglaud would remain strong and un- 
changed through all the visitations of wars 
and politics it must live in harmony; all 
jealousies should be set aside, and the in- 
ternal war between high and low should 
cease in order to present a uniiud trout to 
the enemy which is throuteuiug the church 
on every side.

Nbw York, .luno 1.— A London cable 
special of Alay I'llalsaya: Mnie. Kolo 
mine is still in I'erlin. All the attenii)t.s 
thus far to i,'et he to ijuietly go luvay and 
forgot her royal husband has failed. She 
will listen to nothing short of full recog- 
nition of her iinirtiul rights, and insists 
that she shall cither he acccjjtcd as a wife 
and maintained as one, or placed fairly 
before tiie woild m a divorce suit. In 
relorcnce to the latter proposition, it is 
stated on good anlliority that iMinu. Kolu- 
mine oii'ered tn facilitate, as far as may 
be consistent with her claims, a suit for 
separation, if she is guaranteed an an- 
nuity of £10,000. 'J'liis proposal is prcjb- 
ably nmde in tho hope that tjueen \'ic- 
toria will take pity on her indiscreet son- 
in-law and help the » irand Duke mit of 
his present entanglements by loosening 
the purse-strings to the tune of the in- 
come which Mme. Kulemine deum.s neces- 
sary to her ciiinfort. In Kngland, how- 
ever, such a contingency is laughed at, 
and it is predictiKl llial Liaus will re 
main married a long lime liefore the mag- 
istracy releases him on these hard terms. 

TlIK nVNA.MlIK .SI ARE. 

T^e present dynamite scare is beyond 
comparison the greatest London h.is ever 
had. The police are completely ballled, 
and, for the lirst tiiiu; in the history of 
great crimes in Ijondon, have not even a 
theory to offer. In fact ilui [lolioe tiiul 
themselves to be a l.iughing stock. Tliuy 
have all along made a great [irulence of 
specially guarding tho attacked district 
and find themselves utterly unable to ex- 
plain how the conspirators managed to in- 
troduce ex[dosivcs in tlie neighburhood 
at all. The public is becoming hourly 
more agitated over the apparent incom- 
petence of tho police and the wildest 
schemes of reprisals against Irish agita- 
tors are mooted. The appointment of a 
local vigilance committee oti tho .Vnieri- 
can plan is seriously discussed in some 
hitherto very conservative ijuartcrs. Ex 
tra guards have been placed around tho 
residence of Gladstone at Hawardcn. 
•Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the Homo 
Secretary has* been made particularly 
anxious over yesterday's events. Ho 
openly avows his belief that the authors 
of the outrage calculated upon killing 
certain menihers of the (ioveriiiiient . He 
talks loudly, as if he believed tirmly that 
the particular member aimed at was him- 
self. Some of his utterances would in- 
dicate tliat the Elome Secretary's mind is 
alightly unbalanced upon this subject. 



Detectives despair of being able to make 
any arrests. They pretend, however, to 
have 7eason to believe, .from tho nature of 
the dynamite found, that, the .authors of 

tho explosion are the same miscreants who 
caused the explosion at Victoria station. 
This theory is impracticable, because Col. 
Majendie, the Government Inspector of 
Explosives, pronounced the material used 
in yesterday's explosion to be largely 
composed of an Atlas powder, recently 
imported, and probably the surplus from 
an old stock which has lain for a long 
time in America. The Pall IMuU Gazette 
advocates the forinatioii of a dynamite 
insurance company, to insure people 
against the steadily growing class of 
casulties introduced by the Irish malcon- 
tents, at a premium, say, of 3 pence per 
£100. The Gazette says the accident in- 
surance companies now insure against in- 
jury by vitriol-throwing and construc- 
tively against iiiiury by garrotiug, ami 
thinks that dynamiting, altlioui;li Icaa 
dangerous, should also suggest a new and 
prohtablo class of risks. 

A SOCIAUST TKOCLAMATION. 

Ilerr Guillame Liebuecht, the Saxon 
socialist, who arrived in Paris on the 18th, 
has sent a letter to one of tho I'aris revo- 
lutionary papers, in wiiich he proposes the 
adoption of more extreme nniasurcs than 
have hitherto been attempted, lie says 
the time has come and the sentiment of 
tho people is ripe for an appeal to " those 
hideous weapons of destruction wiiich 
modern science has furnished to tho op- 
pressed." Leading socialists new congre- 
gated in I'aris apjirove these declarations 
of the IMadgeburg revolutionists and aro 
preparing for a blood-aiid-thunder cam- 
paign. 

UUEAl- OCEAN CAULK RATES. 

The Herald people now positively state 
that their first cable will bo completed 

and in goi d working order by the miildle 
of duly, and they ju.'^t as po:,itlvely assert 
that they will give tlie public a universal 
rale of three pence per word on all mes- 
sages, notwithatanding threats of a cable 
pool to out below a living rate. Prefer- 
ence will be given to full-rate messagef in 
the order of their tiling, outside press 
ineaaages; that is, press iiiessa^'e.H, other 
than tlioae addressed tu tlie IK'rald, will 
come next, and probably be earrieil at the 
reduction from full rates. 

Liin (■•(111 run imsii I'Airrv. 
The Sun's London cable special says: 
.■Ml other topics are swallowed up in the 
dynamite outrages last night Thi^y re- 
sulted in injury to only a few peraons, all 
beliMigiiig to the poor classes- maid ser- 
vants and cab-drivcr.s. If the attempt on 
Mclsoii's column had succeeded, the loss 
of life would have been terrible, as that 
district, always crowded in the evening, 
was particularly so on this occasion with 
people returning from tho Oaks races. 
The London journals speak generally with 
miideration, but one or two make nmniona 
tlii'eats of reprisal, and the piMaona most 
alarmed in Lonilon to day, and most, re- 
lieved at tho comparative failure of the 
outrage, are Iriah inhabitants, whose lives 
and property are made insecure by these 
attc'i pts. 'i'ho disuatroiis political etl'ect 
of these evet'.ta is intensified by the fact 
that a general eleclimi la appuriiiilly very 
near, and the election, taking place soon 
after one of these uutrnges, would be 
fought by the Conservatives uii the anti- 
Iriah cry, and would bring e ut pmbably 
an anti-Irish party of such inimcn.se i>ro- 
portions in the House of Conimoiis as to 
make even the Parnellite parly of acvciity- 
tivo men as p"Werlea3 as P^rneH'a presant 
followers were made for a period after the 
Phbunix Park murders. 

WEAKSES.S OE THE OOVERN.MENT. 

The poaitiosi of the govenuiuuit is now 
more critical than at any [irevious time, 
oven in tho present disualroua aeasion. 
The agreement with France as to iiiultii)le 
control, and a fixed period for Knglish 
occupation is denounced us a cuwardly 
surrender, not only by the Conservative 
and Libenil journals of Londnn, which 
have oppoaed the Premier's pidicy from t 
the beginning, but by provincial jmiruuls ! 
of uiujucstioned radicidisin and of .«ervile 
fidelity to Gladstone. The situation is ' 
aggravated by the contumely which the 
Egyptian fiasco tempts all other Powers to 
heap simultaneously on England. While 
Clifford Lloyd haste leave Cairo, bag and 
baggage, M. Barrere, tho French leprc- 
aentalive, is now omnipotent there, and is i 
worshi[)pcd as the rising man by Nubiir 
Pasha and all the other Egyptian leiuU is. 
Bismarck and Gladstone are aggravating 
the situation by an outburst of the per- j 
soiial dislike which they have always en- 
tertained for each other. Bismarck has 
spokca of Gladstone with the (Contempt of 
a man of action for a verbose dreamer, I 
and ia pushing Ferry on, tliroiigli lloheii- 
loe, the Gorman rO]ire.aeiitative at Paris, 
to utilize Eiif^land's weakness to re-estab- 
lish I''ronch inliiiencc on the Nile. Glad- 
stone retoits by an article in the Fort- 
nightly Ileview, undc^'- the thin disguise 
of the signature "C," denoiiiiciiig PjIs- 
marcl; as devoid of all iiuiral ijriiiei[ile, 
and calling on Englishmen to stand by the 
alliance with France. 

THE QUEEN IN llKrrKR III'-AI.TII. 
The Queen is uiiiver.''ally stilted tc. have 
loiiked in better he.ilth and to haveahi>wn 
better spirits during the recent juuriiey to 
Scotland than last year. Ske walke<l 
smilingly across the platform whore the 
train stopped for breakfast, and occupied 
a substantial fifty-five minutes over that 
meal. Meantime she takes severe re- 
venge on anybody who ventures on the 
slightest departure from tho rigorous ub- 
si!rvanco of tho niouriiing code, ami tin? 
K:u\ of Cork, Her iMajosLy s Master of 
Muck liounds, has fallen into .severe dis- 
favor, because, having changed his house, 
he gave a little dance before the lormiiia- 
ticjii of the mourning period.

A party, of which J. B. Leahy, of 
Portland, waaj 0116," has, just - returned to 
Spokane Falls' from a iourbf the Okana- 
gan country. The Chronicle says of this 
region and tho Similkamoen mines; Tho 
Similkameen river flows at the base and 
tho Guest and most natural provisions have 
been iniido by naturo for the erection of 
mills of all kinds, tho cuttiog of lumber, 
reduotng the ores and working the mines, 
Tho richest discovery was made near the 
top of Mount Eiliuiaheeii, and ia known 
as the Tyee-minti. The tedgo ia fully two 
feet thick and ia easily tracuablu fur over 
fifteen hundred feet. Tho (jro from thia 
mine is the richest silver ore over brought 
to Spokane Falls, It shows an assay of 
81400 to the ton, with free traces of gold. 
The Refoirmer, or Mother lode, was so 
named from its vastiieaa, rather than its 
richness. It is from thirty to forty feet 
in thickneas, and can be easily traced for 
a long distance. It carries both i,'old and 
ailver, in the proportion of about SWO 
gold and §-1000 silver to the toiK During 
their brief stay, these gentlemen also 
located five other ledges, showing tho 
saniu character of rock and nil very rich 
That the district ia very rich in its store 
of the precious motala there is no doubt, 
and the wonder is that it haa romaiiieil so 
long iiractically unoccupied. History 
states that mining was carried on there by 
the Hudson Bay Company and tho In 
dians twenty-five years ago, and traces of 
their operations may yet bo soon, Since 
then it haa almost dropped out of notice, 
but aturiea of the wealth uf its niiiiej were 
handed down fnnn one to iiniitlier until a 
few years ago, when a few pruapeotors 
found their way there and discoveries said 
to be fabulously rich have been made on 
what is yet included in Muses' reservation.

'Sir Bartle Frere, fifth son of tho late 
Edward Froro, was born in ISlri, and 
received hia early education at the King 
Edward VI. graiiiinar schoul, at iialh. 
From thence ho went to llaileyljury Col- 
logo. In 1831 he entered the India Civil 
Service, and after holding soiiio rovenue 
appointrneata became secretary to Sir 
(roorgo Arthur, thou Governor of Hum- 
bay, in 18-12. In 18,50 he was appointed 
British Resident in .Scinde, and Chief 
Coiniiiissioiier there in ISIJO. For his 
aervicea during the liuliaii uiiiliiiy he was 
credited a K. C. II, (civil division), in 
Ibijt), and twice received the thanks of 
Parliitiiiunt. In March, 1SG2, ho waa 

NOUINATBD OOVBKNOtt OF BOMIIAV, 
From whence he returned to Eiighuid in 
1807, iiiiil was created a Knight tlraiid 
Cross of t lie Order <.f the Star of Iiid ia. In 
the same yeir he received from the L'lii- 
veraity of O.nford the liuiiornry degree of 
D.CL, In 1872 he waa appointed by tho 
Briiiah Govuriimoiit a special cominia- 
sioiier to proceed to £»9t Africa to 
iiKluiro into tho slave trade. Sir B;irtlo 
Froro, with bia sut, arrived at Zinxihar iu 
187ii, and tw :) niontha later he procured 
tho signing of a treaty by tho Sultan of 
Zanzibar abolishing that traflic. On 
his ruturn to England ho waa a worn a 
member of the Privy Council, and in 1874 
ho was presented with the freedom of ihu 
city of London. In 1877 ho was appointed 
(Jovernor and Conimaiider in-Chief of the 
Capo of (iood Hope, where he conducted 
the Kaltir war of 1877-8, and in 1878 ho 
duclarod war on his own reapouaibility 
against Cetawayo, and sent to England 
for a regiment uf aoldieri and a battery of 
artillerf to quell the troubles in Kafl'raria, 
and in one of his diapatclies home ho re- 
ferred to the Zulu army as a "colibatii 
iiiaii-alay iiig machine. " 

WHK>f .Mil. liLAD.S'I'ONl; UA.MK INTO roWUIt 

In 1880, one of tho first diilioultius he had 
to encounter was the demand of his Radi- 
cal allies fertile witlulrawul of Sir Bartle 
Frere. Tho policy that thia distinguished 
mm had pursued in South Africa was oa- 
pecially objectionable to tho radical mind, 
lie waa a favorite with Lord Hoaconatield, 
and that waa enough fur the Radicals. 
Mr. Gladstone at first resisted, praised 
Sir Bartle Frero, and, if we remember 
I rightly, even promoted him. But tho 
! Radicals peraialed; and as they had forced 
I power from the hands of Lord bliirtiugton, 
and aa they had f-.ircud Mr. Gladstone to 
take in Sir Charles Oilke, so also they 
prevailed over Mr. Gladstone, and Sir 
Bartle Frere was recalled. His career 
since that time has not been a public one.

nticroscopy iu Criniinal Triiil^g. 

'The value and importance of the 
miofoffcope in criminal 'trials lias just 
receiveid a new ilLustration in a luur 
der trial, whicli has been for some 
tiaiR ])asfc occupying the time of one of 
tlie criminal courts in Chicago. Tlie 
following extract is taken from the re- 
port of the' Chicago Journal of May 
irtb: 

The story of McKeague's vest but 
tons is destined to live, in the law re- 
ports at loaKt, for a century to come, as 
a reuiaikablfi iiiHtance of circuinsuintiul 
evidence. But it is one of those stor- 
ies that it is impossible to nnderstand 
without acme visual representation of 
the subject-matter. There is not one 
'person in one hundred in the courtroom, 
even among the lawyers who have 
watched the case, wlio liuvi; been able 
to understand the story suHieioutly to 
state the argument it furnishes against 
the prisoner. Tho following diagram 
and explanation will make this obvious 
to any one who has conversed with 
others much on this subject: 

The detectives found iu I ho murder- 
ed' man's sitting-room, iuunediatoly 
after tho murder, and quite near to his 
dead body, two small vest buttons, 
stamped on the back "Tres, de Taris," 
one of which had attached to it 
all of its threads, together with a piece 
of cloth of the vest, and some of the 
slioddy lining. Thoy kept the fact a 
secret, flic ICeague was not suspected 
until tl)e tliird day. I'^or two days 
after the murder he wore a dirt'ert nt 
vest, but on the third day ho changed 
liis vest, and Detective IVfcOinn — hap- 
l)ening to bo in the sl.'op — noticed that 
lie had ou a dillerent vest, and notieod 
that the third button, numbering fioni 
the toj), was not only missing, but had 
been born out, taking with a small 
piece of the doth, and that the first 
and;foui:bh buttons were larger than 
the -others, as shown in tho

coincidence, and he askt 
what had become of button 15. Mc- 
Keague said he had it in his vest pock- 
et, and drew oat aad gav<» it tn MaCimn 
a small" vest button, which was dis- 
covered afterwards to be stanijied "Tres 
^dft Pa^^s," and to corresiiond in every 
-!r0spect, both with the two buttons 
..iound in the sitting-room, and with 
"butttons 1, 5 and G on the vest. 3Ie- 
Ginn believed at once that lIcKeague 
was not telling the truth, as he had 
'jVihe missing button 3 in his own pocket, 
^'"bufc he let it all pass for a while. 
"Vyhen he saw thatbuttou.s land i wv.re 
larger than the otiiei's he .saw another 
coincidence. Three buttons had been 
torn off jMcJveague's vest, two of 
Avhich had been found by the murder 
cd man's aide. .It was not long be- 
fore that vest was in the detectives' 
hands, and the buttons closely exam- 
ined. It was then found that largo 
buttons 1 and -1 were not stamped 
"Tres de Poria," antl were of an entire- 
ly different make as well as size from 
the othcn The inferance became irre 
sistible that McKeague had been sew 
ihg on buttons to conceal the fact that 
buttons had been wrenched oil' his 
vest. He was asked about the large 
buttons, and said lie sewed them on 
himself, and that his mothei' gave them 
. Sxi him before he left Canada, and that 
he had some more like them in his 
trunk. When asked how liis three 
vest buttons were torn oil', he said he 
lost them in a ball at Winnelka. The 
vest and liut-tons were then tuniotl 
over to Dr. Pi])er, the microscopist, 
who says there is not a sliadow of a 
doubt that tho button found in the 
sitting-room, with the thread, cloth 
and shoddy dangling to it, was origi 
nally button 3 of McXeague's vest. It 
is not only of the same stamp and 
make dk buttons '2, fi and 0, but M'as 
sowed with tli«; .same Iciiid of tbrpad, 
faded to e.xactly the same e.x.tent. Tho 
fragment of cloth entangled in the 
thread is identified with the cloth nf 
the vest, and corresponds in size to the 
hole torn in it. The shoddy is identi- 
fied with the shodtly torn out of the 
lining, and correspoud.s in si/.i; to the 
hole torn in it. On the other hand, he 
finds that buttons 1 and 5 and are not 
only larger, but different in every re- 
spect, and perfectly new. The clinia.f 
of his evidence is tlie fact that in the 
rent where button 3 used to be he 
found u little semieiaele of sewing .silk. 
For a long wdiile this ijerple.xed bin), 
until the solution occured to him, ami 
then it was plain enough. When Mc 
Keague lost small buttons 1, 3 and 1 
from his vest, he sewed on three large 
buttons, with silk, in their places. But 
he found it so dillicult to sew a button 
on the torn [dace that In? gav(; it up, 
cut the buttons ofl", and i)icked out the 
silji, perfectly, as he supposed, but 
l^avingj the minute loop, which escaped 
his eye. The vest, as now exhibited, 
has button 5 missing, but that was not 
removed by Ur. Piper for the purpose 
of closer examination.

The downfall of Grant tk AYard of 
New York recalls to some old citizens 
of vigorous memories the collapse of 
Grant <3k Boggs of Ht.

Later on ex-L'apt. tirant 
found himself settled in a log house on 
Gravcis road, The stock consisting of 
a lot of potatoes, came along later in 
the season.

Left hiii own development of agricul- 
tural tastes, he took to hauling in wood 
and selling it. It was wheii the fann- 
ing experiment had proven 'a' 'failure 
and Grant had been refused the' ap- 
pointment of surveyor, for which he 
made appplication to tho county eourt, 
that he moved to the city and went 
into the real estate and brokerage busi- 
ness, The firm was Grant tb Boggs. 
The junior partner was a relative of 
Gov. Boggs and also connected with 
the Dent family. They opened an of- 
fice on Pine, just above yecond, and 
some projieity was put in their hand.s. 
Capt. Frank McGarrahan and other 
old real estate men remember the firm 
from attempts at transactions with 
them and from tho utter lack of ideas 
on business matters which Grant show- 
ed. Phil Ferguson, who was then 
publishing a [laper, tells of going to see 
Grant about the purchase of a job otlice 
which had been }iut in the lirm's hands 
to sell. He found tho senior partner 
not at tho oflBce, but after a search, 
and when he did so, it was with no 
satisfaction. Although they had the 
property and it was for sale, Grant 
was unable to present the terms or tho 
condition of the s',uil' so that the print- 
er could form any conclusion as to 
what ■■ he "* was trying to 
buy or what he was expected 
to pay for it. In short, the siuiior 
partner was without Im.siness sense. 
In a few weeks the real I'state and bro- 
kerage tirm of CI rant ^l- ISoggs was 
classed with the past, and senior went 
to Galena to join his father in tho tan- 
iiory. — St, Louis Globe- Democrat.
